So we are adjusting -- this one 
says Haugan, but it's really Haugan and Henry 
attendance area grades to serve -- to include 
7th grade for school year 2018, and also we're 
proposing to adjust Haugan and Henry attendance 
area grades served to include 8th grade the 
following school year, which will be 2019 and 
2020. That would be one grade level each year. 

We're also proposing to adjust the 
Roosevelt High School attendance area which is 
currently serving 7th and -- to 12th grade to 
serve 8th grade to 12th grade for 2018 and 9th 
grade from 2019 to 2020. 
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Prior to the school year, the 
school communities at Henry and Haugan have 
lobbied to expand their enrollment from pre-K 
all the way through 6th grade to adding pre-K 
through 8th grade. 

These requests were postponed 
because of space availability. So both schools 
have experienced overcrowded conditions in the 
past. Now that enrollment has stabilized, the 
school communities have continued to voice their 
support for school expansion. 

On October 18, 2017, Haugan and 
Haugan's LSC, with the support of the community 
at large, requested that Haugan be allowed to 
offer 7th grade by school year 2018 and 8th 
grade by 2019. 

On a similar note, on October 25th, 
2017, the Henry school community, with the 
support of the local school council, renewed a 
request that Henry be allowed to offer 7th grade 
in school year 2018 and 8th grade in school year 
2019. Haugan is an attendance area located at 
4540 North Hamlin that serves K to 6 with a 
pre-K program. Haugan currently serves 906 
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Roosevelt is an attendance area 
high school at 3436 West Wilson Avenue and 
serves 7 through 12. Roosevelt High School 
currently serves a total of 1,099 students, with 
54 students in grade 8 and 45 students in 7th 
grade. 

Henry meanwhile is an attendance 
area located at 4215 North St. Louis and serves 
K through 6 with a pre-K program. Henry 
currently serves 526 students. 

Roosevelt is an attendance area 
high school located at 3436 West Wilson, serves 

7 through 12, and Roosevelt High School 
currently serves 1,099 with 54 students in grade 

8 and 45 students in 7th grade. 

And now I'm going to hand it back 
to Lela to explain the protocols of public 
feedback. Thank you.

First of all, I want you to know 
that this is a very good school, an excellent 
school. I love all of the teachers. They are 
all very well trained. They have very good 
programs here. They have very good bilingual 
programs here. It's very safe here, and it's 
very accessible for all of our parents, and we 
feel much better not having to look for another 
school after 6th grade. They can just continue 
to be here. 
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And I just also want to close by 
saying that I have a daughter. She has autism, 
and they have done such a good job with her. I 
really wish that -- who knows where she would be 
if she had gotten in here earlier, but I'm 
really excited for her to be able to continue 
here in 7th grade and 8th grade; who knows, 
maybe through high school here. 
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MR. KNISKERN: Speaker Number 2. 

MR. STEVE LIVINGSTON: My name is 
Steve Livingston. I'm a retired teacher. I 
live in the community. I'm going to read this 
because public speaking isn't my forte. 

I have some serious reservations 
about this because it's part of a general 
pattern. 

The proposed closure of the 7th and 
8th grade academic program at Roosevelt appears 
to fit in with developments in the real estate 
picture unfolding in Albany Park. Properties 
are being upgraded, rents greatly increased, and 
rental units being converted to condos. Working 
class families are being forced to relocate out 
of the neighborhood. This isn't entirely 
excepted from the Trump deportation program 
either. 
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Shifting working class kids from 
Roosevelt to Henry and Haugan will ensure that 
they will be less likely to attend Roosevelt 
High School. This then will work toward the 
shrinkage of the Roosevelt student body, which 
given funding based on student-based budgeting. 
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will mean fewer resources from Chicago Public 
Schools for the remaining students at Roosevelt. 

Parents will then be further 
encouraged to leave the neighborhood as the 
neighborhood declines, achieving the result 
desired by the real estate interests and their 
backers in City Hall, a well-heeled class of 
residents and a wealthier tax base, which is 
what they desire. 

The process right now is taking 
place like this at a much more advanced stage in 
Englewood where four high schools are being shut 
down without a new neighborhood open enrollment 
school for the current students there. 

It's up to us to stop this process 
from going forward here, and throughout Chicago 
we must maintain the academic 7th and 8th grade 
at Roosevelt. Thank you very much. 

MR. KNISKERN: Speaker Number 4. 

MS. CLARA VELAZQUEZ: Good evening. 
My name is Clara Velazquez, and I am the mother 
of three children here, and I have my daughter, 
she's here in 6th grade. I'd really like for 
them to do this so that she can continue here. 
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She likes it here. She's had really good 
teachers here. She has her friends here. 
Everything is good, and I'd really like her to 
be able to stay here. That's it. 

MR. KNISKERN: Does anyone have 
Speaker Number 2? Did we miss you. Speaker 
Number 2? 
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Speaker Number 5. Let's line up, 
numbers 5 through 10, 5 through 10. 

MR. NEAL RESNIKOEE: My name is 
Neal Resnikoff. I'm with the Albany Park, 

North Park, Mayfair Neighbors Eor Peace and 
Justice, and I want to point out that nationally 
and in Chicago there has been a big effort to 
stop public education and to turn the public 
schools over to private profit-making 
enterprises, and to empty out Roosevelt High 
School under any excuse is a likely path that 
follows a pattern of emptying out schools and 
closing schools, public schools, neighborhood 
schools, and then turning them over to private 
corporations that do not have local school 
councils, that are interested in making money, 
profits off of the students. 
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We should oppose in any way 
emptying out Roosevelt High School rather than 
building it up and making it even more of a 
public and neighborhood school than it is now. 

So I oppose this proposal. Thank you. 

(Applause.) 

STUDENT JUSTIN QUINTERO: Good 


evening. 

My name is Justin, and I am a 6th 
grade student at Henry School. We need 7th 
grade because I believe it will be difficult for 
students to feel like they belong in a new 
school environment, and it could possibly lead 
to anxiety and some forms of bullying. 

Other reasons to have 7th grade is 
the neighborhood where I live in. We don't have 
to travel far. Students are accustomed to 
Henry's schedule, and it would take a while for 
students to adjust to a new schedule. 

Also families leave Henry School so 
family members can be at the same school. Henry 
School is like a family, and I would like to 
stay for 7th and 8th grade. Thank you for 
listening.

STUDENT AINSLEY BALDOKY: Hello. 

My name is Ainsley. I want to have 7th grade 
because it could — the teacher helps us a lot, 
and we learn, and for the parents to not be 
traveling looking for different schools. 

(Applause.) 

MR. KNISKERN: Any other speakers? 
Eleven through 15? Anyone have any other 
speaker cards, 11 through 15? 

MR. TOMAS RAMOS: Hello. 
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My name is Thomas Ramos, and I want 
to add 7th grade here because it would be better 
for us as families because it's very close to 
us, and we don't have to battle as much because 
we're already close. I think that this school 
is very good, and these teachers, they're really 
good with the kids. That's all I have to say. 

(Applause.) 

MR. KNISKERN: If Speakers 16 
through 20 could line up here, please, 16 
through 2 0. 

MS. LOURDES BENITEZ: Good evening. 
My name is Lourdes Benitez, and I'm a parent 
here at Henry. I have a third grader and a 
first grader, and we're new to the school. We 
moved back from the suburbs into the city this 
summer, and I had a couple of choices as to 
where to send my girls, and when I was looking 
at the schools, one of the disadvantages that I 
found with Patrick Henry was that they did not 
have a 7th and 8th grade. 

I decided to take a gamble anyway, 
and I am very glad that we did. We showed up 
for Parents Day in September, and it was a 
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wonderful experience. You could feel the 
positive energy with all the teachers. They 
have a personalized learning technique that they 
started that my daughter, who had been 
struggling in her previous school, has now 
blossomed. She's on track to be on the honor 
roll for this quarter, which is excellent. 

My first grader is struggling with 
reading, but the teacher. Miss Prasko, has been 
wonderful to help me get her along so that she 
improves her testing scores. They've done 
workshops for parents to help them so we can 
help our students do better in testing, so it's 
just a wonderful staff and wonderful school. 

I do hear about Roosevelt and what, 
you know, the loss there of the 7th and 8th 
grade. I can understand that because the city, 
it's not a norm to have middle school. The 
students here are at a disadvantage. My 
daughter at 6th grade would not be at a place 
where I think mature-wise she would know how to 
test to get into a different school. 

If you look at the numbers, 

Roosevelt is only getting about half of the 
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students from Henry and Haugan, so they're going 
somewhere else. It would be great if they stay 
in their schools. Thank you. 

(Applause.) 

MS. LISA CANTU: Good evening. I'm 
Lisa Cantu. I'm a teacher here at Henry, and I 
am very excited about the opportunity for our 
students to stay here for next year 7th and then 
following 8th grade. Henry is a personalized 
learning school, and we have invested a lot of 
time in helping our students become 
individualized learners and developing 
themselves into more responsible and motivated 
learners. 
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To see our students graduate from 
Henry would be awesomely exciting since I've 
been here for 25 years, and I've never seen one. 
So I'm definitely in favor for Henry to get 7th 
and then their 8th grade. Thank you. 

(Applause.) 

STUDENT DERREK GOMEZ: My name is 
Derek. I am a 6th grader here at Henry. The 
reason why we should have to have 7th and 8th 
grade student grades here is because my little 
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sister is a first grader here, and I want to see 
her grow up, and I want to stay at the same 
school with her as long as I can as possible, 
and I want to see her grow up and graduate from 
Henry as well as I can. 

And Henry is like a second -- a 
third home to me because I made new friends. 

I've fixed old relationships with my friends. I 
have teachers that I feel comfortable talking 
to.
